1776. by Howe’s a rm y of 13,ow), with 
the H* ssSans under com mand of Col­ 
onel Hall, i the sam e Colonel Rail wha 
lost his life at the battle of Trento n) 
an d forced to capitulate, with the most 
dis astrous results in the history of the 
war. 
Those of th** Continental arm y 
who were not killed were taken p ri s ­ 
oner. and confined on 
prison 
ships. 
General Washington, who had w ith ­ 
d ra w n with the main part of his army. 
to the w e stern or New Je rsey side of 
the river, was obliged to abandon Fort 
Lee, but had no time to remove his 
stores, as Cornwallis had crossed the 
Hudson with 6,"OU men. However o ur 
m o d e rn Fabius, retired with that wing
